Kansas 


vs. Nebraska 


Kansas will be outto enda 
five-game losing streak and 
a nine-year dry spell 
against Nebraska when it 
faces the powerful Corn- 
huskers today. 


Suffering from a five- 
game losing skein, Kansas’ 
overall record has dipped 
to 1-7 and its Big Eight mark 
has sagged to 0-4. A win 
over the Cornhuskers 
would not only put an end 
to that skid, but also nine 
years of frustration versus 
the Big Red. 


KU hasn't beaten Neb- 
raska since 1968 when its 
Orange Bowl-bound squad 
topped the Cornhuskers 
23-13 in Lincoln. Since 
then, it's been all Nebraska. 


NU has won the last nine 
meetings to run is domina- 
tion of the 87-year-old 
series to 60-21-3. And its 
won those meetings rather 
handily outscoring KU 
338-56 and shutting out the 
Jayhawks four times. 

Last year’s meeting in 
Lincoln was fairly typical of 
how things have gone bet- 
ween the two in recent 
years. Nebraska romped, 
52-7, while amassing a 
school record 550 yards 
rushing. Runningbacks I. 
M. Hipp (200 yards), Rick 
Berns (107 yards and three 
TDs) and Tim Wurth (90 
yards) led the onslaught. 

Unfortunately for the 
Jayhawks, Hipp, Berns, 
Wurth and a good number 
of other Cornhuskers are 
back from that team. 
They ve raced to a 7-1 over- 
all record and share the Big 
Eight lead with Oklahoma 
at 4-0. 

“It looks like the same 
old Nebraska to me,” said 
KU head coach Bud Moore. 
“They have big, strong per- 
sonnel in every position 
and lots of depth. Nebraska 
has a great football team.” 

There were some doubts 
about that when NU dropped 


its Opener. 20-3. at Alabama 
in a nationally televised 
game. However, the Hus- 
kers have bounced back 
winning seven straight. 

“What's impressed me 
more than anything about 
Nebraska is how they've 
reacted to that opening day 
loss at Nebraska.” Moore 
said. “That was a big game 
with a lot of attention and 
publicity focused on it and 
Nebraska just had one of 
those days — they couldn't 
get untracked and every- 
thing Alabama did worked. 
It would have been pretty 
easy to get down after an 
experience like that, but 
Nebraska's done nothing 
but get better since then.” 

In fact. Nebraska's im- 
proved enough to rank 
second in the country with 
479.7 yard of total offense a 
game, third with 321.0 
yards rushing per outing 
and second with 38.6 
points per game. 

Moore will try to counter 
that firepower with a 
young, injury-riddied Kan- 
sas team. He did get some 
encouraging news last 
week with the healthy re-

To the thousands of stu- 
dents who have attended 
The University of Kansas in 
its 112-year history, KU rep- 
resents a heritage rich in 
tradition but flexible in its 
ability to meet new chal- 
lenge.

This year, as in the past, 
KU's students are its life- 
blood. Contributions by stu- 
dents have helped The Uni- 
versity of Kansas maintain 
its status as a progressive, 


modern institution of 
higher learning. The 
academic accomplish- 


ments of its students, com- 
bined with KU's traditional 
excellence in teaching, re- 
search and public service, 
have brought the University 
such prestigious honors as 
membership in the Associ- 
ation of American Univer- 
sities. KU is one of only 25 
public universities to be- 
long to this association 
Excellent students come to 
KU for their college educa- 
tion. Fifty percent of them 
graduated in the top quar- 
ter of their high school 
classes, and 80 percent 
were in the top half. KU not 
only attracts excellent stu- 
dents, it has been attract- 


ing them in ever increasing 
numbers. At a time when 
college and university en- 
roliments are declining 
nationwide, KU's enroll- 
ment has been on the up- 
swing. Over the last five 
years, KU'stotal enroliment 
has climbed by more than 
25 percent and now ex- 
ceeds 25,000. While here, 
KU's students further dis- 
tinguish themselves and 
bring credit to the Univer- 
sity 


Graduates of The Univer- 
sity of Kansas also bring 
distinction to their alma 
mater as they advance in 
their professions. KU 
alumni have made impor- 
tant contributions in state 


and national political lead- 
ership, in the academic 
world as teachers and ad- 
ministrators, in science 
and technology, in all the 
professions. KU even is 
represented among the 
select group of people 
who have journeyed to the 
moon. 

The University of Kansas 
also enjoys a national repu- 
tation for the quality of its 
scholarly research. Last 
year KU received more than 
$31 million in research 
grants. Included were 
funds for investigations 
into the causes and cures 
of cancer, pharmaceutical 
research, treatment of 
children with developmen- 
tal disabilities, improving 


aircraft stability, exploration 
for new sources of energy, 
and other areas. In fact, 
in every field of study at The 
University of Kansas, fa- 
culty members are on the 
Cutting edge of their discip- 
lines, and are contributing 
to the advancement of 
knowledge through their 
research activities, 
Nowhere is KU's com- 
mitment to excellence 


more in evidence than at 


the College of Health Sci- 
ences and Hospital in Kan- 
sas City and Wichita. In ad- 
dition to the $3.5 million 
radiation therapy center 
now under construction, 
the University is complet- 
ing construction of a $55 
million addition which will 
make the University Hospi- 
tal one of the outstanding 
health education, research 
and patient care centers in 
the nation. The University 
has increased medical 
school enroliment by 60 
percent since 1971 and, 
based on the number of 
medical students in prop- 
ortion to population, is 
educating doctors in Kan- 
sas at a rate 50 percent 
higher than the national 
average. 

While it educates more 
doctors, nurses, and allied 
health professionals, the 
University also encourages 
them to establish their 
practices in Kansas, where 
their services are needed, 


and has created the Physi- 
cian Placement and Re- 
cruitment Program to aid 
this effort. Additionally, the 
University has mounted an 
extensive health care out- 
reach program to support 
doctors, nurses, and allied 
health professionals in 
their work. The health care 
outreach program will be 
regionally organized with 
regional health education 
centers. 

Through these regional 
health education centers, 
the University’s extensive 
continuing education 
program for doctors, 
nurses, and allied health 
professionals will be ad- 
ministered, as will such 
other outreach programs 
as the Nurse Practitioner 
Training Program, the 
Physician Placement and 
Recruitment Program, the 
Preceptorship Program, 
residency rotations and 
other efforts to help meet 
the health care needs of 
Kansans. There is no higher 
priority at KU than the 
effort to meet the health 
care needs of Kansas and 
the Health Care Outreach 
program is the clearest 
example of this effort. 

The health care outreach 
programs are but a part of 
the University's outreach 
effort. which has grown 
significantly over the last 
five years. There are now 
more than 450 courses ad- 
ministered by the 
University's Division of 
Continuing Education off 


campus each year. Also, 
the Division of Continuing 
Education offers profes- 
sional seminars, police and 
fire training. and indepen- 
dent study by correspon- 
dence. In fact, it is esti- 
mated that more than 
70.000 Kansans take part 
each year in one of the 
hundreds of KU continuing 
education programs which 
have been developed to 
meet the educational 
needs of Kansas citizens. 
Through KU’'s Regents 
Center in Overland Park 
and the Capitol Complex 
Public Management Prog- 
ram in Topeka, as well as a 
host of other programs, 
more educational oppor- 


tunities are being made a- 
vailable at locations away 
from the campus. 

The vitality of The Uni- 
versity of Kansas also is il- 
lustrated at both the Lawr- 
ence and Kansas City cam- 
puses by an_ unpre- 
cedented construction 
boom. Over the last five 
years construction projects 
totaling more than $159 
million either have been 
completed or are under 
way. 

Clearly the tremendous im- 
provement in facilities at 
The University of Kansas 
will enhance in a signific- 
ant way the educational 
environment for students 
and faculty as well as ena- 
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ble the University to be of 
expanded service to all 
Kansans. 

These are just some of 
the many qualities, 
achievements, characteris- 
tics and developments that 
make The University of 
Kansas the exciting institu- 
tion it is. They are rein- 
forced by the University’s 
commitment to excellence, 
acommitment that enables 
KU to grow and change to 
meet the needs of a grow- 
ing and changing Kansas.

on what, in the golden age 
of sport was called the 
“vast panorama of the 
green plain below,’ when 
he got is tongue wrapped 
around his eye teeth and 
could not see what he was 
saying. 

“Well fans,”’ he well- 
fanned, “That's an odd of- 
fensive lineup, looks to me 
like a shotgun or a throw- 
back to the old box forma- 
tions of the Knute Rockne 
Days. What do you think, 
Barry?” 

Barry, being a color man 
who wanted to keep his 
nice seat in the booth and 
also not wanting to show 
up the head man, did not 
answer. Instead, he quickly 
scribbled a note and pas- 
sed it on. The announcer 
still has the note, pressed 
between pages of his notes 
detailing the salad days of 
Harry Wismer. 

“The other team has the 
ball’ the note stated and, 
as an afterthought, added, 
“you stupid compost col- 
lector.”’ Well, it didn't ex- 
actly say that, but you get 
the idea. That's what can 
happen to a sportscaster 
when he commits the car- 
dinal sin of taking his eye 
off the ball. In this case, he 
not only took his eye off the 
ball, he took it off the 
team who just lost it on 
downs and who had 
coughed it up to the other 
guys. 

But speaking of Harry 
Wismer, as we did a few 
lines back, there was Harry 
one day covering the an- 
nual fall festivites between 


Army and Navy. Harry had 
his eye on the ball but not 
on the clock, or at least, the 
clock which told the cor- 
rect time. “Nine seconds to 
go,’ bellowed Harry, 
“eight, seven, six... By 
the time he got down to one 
he was hysterical and he 
called, in a voice calculated 
to bring home the cows, 
hogs and all the fish in the 
sea, “ONE SECOND LEFT 
TO GOIN THIS FOOTBALL 
Turned out 
there was more than a sec- 
ond — much more — and 
we'll let the curtain of im- 
agination and charity de- 
scend upon the scene, ad- 
ding that there are many in 
sports today who will tell 
you that Harry never did 
know what time it was. 


All of which proves that 
strange things can happen 
when you sit up there be- 
hind the mike and the cam- 
era wanders about the 
field. Keith Jackson once 
was handed a cup of coffee 
whilst following the action 
and paused to sip. “Yow,” 
he yelled, ‘that stings,” as 
his caffeine carrier was 
molten-lava hot. At that 
moment a horrendous 
block was thrown and 
caught by the camera and 
Jackson admit that his 
comment fit the situation. 
“Since then,” he adds, ‘Il 
always test the coffee...” 


Bloopers by announcers 
“up there in the booth” 
have happened since the 
days of the crystal set and 
the early coverage of sport, 
notably football, where 
weather conditions often 
play a big part in the pro- 
ceedings. Once, while his 
colleague was on the side- 
lines, the main man de- 
scribed things and then 
segued into “let's go down 
on the field to old Jim.’ At 
that point Jim had slipped 
in the side-line mud and 


looked like the victim of a 
quicksand murder in a 
Boris Karloff movie. “Have 
to take it back from Old 
Jim,” said the main man. 
“he's up to his a... ah, his 
ankles in mud.” That was 
an almost blooper, but 
close enough. 

Therein lies the terror of 
the blooper, the fact that 
once stated, it cannot be 
taken back. The announcer 


to the right man. ‘Jones on 
the carry... he laterals out 
to Smith who moves... .” 
Sometimes there were two 
and three laterals and Bill 
would heap praise on the 
team under discussion as 
‘ringmasters in an aerial 
circus.”’ 


Stern's close friend, 
Slem McCarthy, rarely did 
football. He is best recalled 


has that bewildered at- 
titude of ‘did | really say 
that?” and for the next few 
minutes handles things as 
though he were shuffling 
high explosives. Your an- 
nouncer then tries to relax, 
play it cool, a sort of whistl- 
ing in the graveyard. 
Goofs on the air can be 
covered up, or at least 
could be on radio when the 
audience was of sound ear 
but unseeing eye. Bill 
Stern, the old Colgate 
shave cream man, was 
most adept at this. The 
possessor of perhaps the 
most exciting and dramatic 
voice in sports, Bill would 
frequently have the wrong 
man carrying the ball. So 
he would simple insert a 
lateral pass and get the ball 


for his boxing broadcasts 
and ts horse race coverage 
and in the latter he made 
what many consider the 
prime blooper of them all; 
Clem called the wrong 
horse crossing the finish 
line first in a Kentucky 
Derby. 


McCarthy took it like the 
old pro he was, corrected 
his error, thus giving car- 
diac arrest to thousands of 
norse players, and said, 
somewhat  laconically. 
“Well, you can't lateral a 
horse.’ You could sum up 
the situation with another 
blooper uttered in profun- 
dity one day by a sportscas- 
ter who said, with approp- 
riate solemnity, ‘that’s the 
color of another horse.”

Almost Like New 


If your surroundings look 
a little different this year, 
there's good reason — $1.8 
million worth of reasons. 

That's the figure for the 
renovation of Kansas’ 
Memorial Stadium, an ex- 
tensive project which was 
completed this summer. 
The result is a familiar set- 
ting with an almost brand 
new look. 

“This renovation has 
completely transformed 
the stadium," said Floyd 
Temple, KU's_ physical 
plant director for athletics. 
“It's not only physically 
sound now, but also physic- 
ally attractive. We've 
taken an old stadium, with 
all its uniqueness and 
familiarity, and given it the 
appeal and comfort of a 
new stadium." 


Perhaps the most pres- 
sing problem was a severe 
structural deficiency 
caused by aging concrete. 
Entire sections of the 
57-year-old structure had 
to be torn out and new con- 
crete poured in place. 


After the concrete was 
restored, a water-tight sea- 
ler was spread over the en- 
tire interior, and a bright 
new paint job was added 
inside and out. 

On top of all that, the old 


With 51,500 people in the stands, it was hard to picture all the problems with Memorial Stadium. 
Decaying concrete, splintering bleachers, archaic dressing rooms, a crowded press box anda worn 
out artificial playing surface were all badly in need of attention. And thanks to a $1.8 million 


renovation they all rece!ved it. 


wooden bleachers were 
removed and replaced with 
new aluminum seating. 
Down on the field, the old 
artificial playing surface 
was torn up and auctioned 
to the public with surpris- 
ing success. KU fans and 
area residents put the old 
turf to a variety of uses on 


One of the last steps in Memorlal Stadium's renovation was the Installation of new aluminum 


boat docks, patios and 
even as practice putting 
greens. 

In its place, a new As- 
troturf surface was laid 
down. Also replaced were 
the runways for the pole 
vault, long and triple 
jumps. 

Also in for a facelift was 


seating. These workmen put the finishing touches on the new seating which replaced the old 


wooden bleachers. 


the press box. The once 
completely open photo 
deck on the top of the press 
box was enclosed, the 
television-radio booths were 
remodeled, and a new 
elevator shaft was added to 
facilitate access to the 
Press box and concession 
areas for authorized per- 
sonnel. 

Also remodeled were the 
dressing rooms. Extensive 
renovation was necessary 
for both KU's and the 
visitor's dressing room, the 
latter also housing the KU 
track team during the 
spring. A new women’s 
dressing room was added 
for use by the Lady 
Jayhawks’ track team and 
during the Kansas Relays. 

Finally, all 16 public rest 
rooms were remodeled 
with special facilities 
added for the physically 
handicapped. 

The end result — a nearly 
new, attractive, comforta- 
ble, sound structure at a 
fraction of the cost it would 
take to build a new 
stadium.

tablished by Fisher. 

Meanwhile, the student- 
athlete's football career 
is directed by head coach 
Bud Moore and his staff

Had!, Don Blackwelder, 
Hank Hettwer, Jim Web- 
ster, Jack White, Clayton 
Williams and Don McLeary. 
Most likely, the recruit's 
first contact will be with 
Hettwer. 


Beginning his fourth full 
year as KU's recruiting 
coordinator, Hettwer's ap- 
proach to recruiting is 
thorough. He has done in- 
depth studies of recruiting 
trends throughout the 
country. 


“I think every recruit, 
whether he was previously 
familiar with KU or not, has 
a favorable reaction when 
he visits the campus,” 
Hettwer said. ‘‘The first 
thing we always try to 
stress is the importance of 
his education and working 
towards a degree. 

“After that, we like to 
point to the tremendous 
athletic tradition at KU, a 
school which has pro- 
duced the likes of Gale 
Sayers, Wilt Chamberlain

and Jim Ryun. We're also 
very proud of the reputa- 
tion of the Big Eight Con- 
ference. Finally, there isKU 
itself — our athletic 
facilities, the campus, the 
Lawrence community and 
the general area." 

Hettwer points to KU's 
new football dressing, 
training and equipment 
complex — the Parrott 
Athletic Center — as an 
example of Kansas’ top- 
notch facilities. The newly 
renovated Memorial 
Stadium is another in KU's 
constant effort to keep its 
facilities among the best in 
the nation. 

Hettwer also is proud of 
another facet of KU’s re- 
cruiting approach—the Sun- 
flower Girls.

Bob Marcum, Athletic Director 


Robert K. ‘Bob’ Marcum 
became the University of 
Kansas’ seventh director of 
athletics when he was ap- 
pointed by Chancellor Ar- 
chie Dykes at an Aug. 1 
press conference. 

Marcum succeeded 
Clyde Walker, who served 
from July 10, 1973 to June 
30, 1978 when he resigned 
to return to his native state 
as athletic director at North 
Carolina-Charlotte. 

Marcum’s appointment 
was greeted with wide- 
spread approval from the 
KU community. Faculty, 
students and alumni alike 
were impressed with the 
41-year-old former as- 
sociate athletic director at 
lowa State. 

“Bob has established a 
proven record the last 
seven years as associate di- 
rector of athletics at lowa 
State during which time 
that school has developed 
one of the top overall pro- 
grams in the Big Eight Con- 
ference and the nation,” 
said Dykes. ‘‘Under his 
leadership, | am confident 
our proud history and tradi- 
tionin intercollegiate athle- 
tics will continue to grow 
and flourish." 

For Marcum, the ap- 
pointment was ‘'the 
proudest day of my life.” 


Born Oct. 29, 1936 in 
Huntington, W. Va., Mar- 
cum brought an extensive 
background in coaching 
and athletic administration 
to KU. 


He graduated from Hun- 
tington High School in 
1955 following an impres- 
sive prep athletic career 
that saw him win 12 varsity 
letters — three each in 
football, basketball, track 
and baseball. He was a first 
team all-state halfback asa 
senior and was heavily re- 
cruited by Kentucky, Mar- 
shall, Ohio State, West Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee 
among others. In basket- 
ball, he was a starting 
guard on Huntington's 1955 
state runner-up squad. He 
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Appointed August 1, 1978 by Chancellor Archie Dykes, new Kansas 


athletic director Bob Marcum 


met with overwhelming approval from KU alumni, faculty and students. Marcum came to KU after a 
highly successful seven-year stint as associate athletic director at lowa State during which time the 
Cyclones’ athletic program rose to national prominence. 


divided his time in tack 
between the shot put and 
the 440-yard relay team, 
and he was a pitcher on the 
baseball team. 


He enrolled at Marshall 
University in his hometown 
and began what promised 
to be an outstanding foot- 
ball career in the fall of 55. 
However, two knee injuries 
during his freshman sea- 
son scrapped his career. 


Marcum continued his 
involvement with Marshall 
athletics despite the knee 
injuries serving as trainer 
for the basketball team and 
as secretary of the Varsity 
Club. He graduated in the 
summer of ‘59 with a 
bachelor of arts degree in 
social studies comprehen- 
sive and physical educa- 
tion. 


He began his coaching 
career that fall as an assis- 
tant football coach at Rut- 
land, Ohio, High School, 
and remained there three 
years also serving as an as- 
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sistant in basketball and 
track. 


In the fall of 1963, Marcum 
began a five-year stint as an 
assistant football coach at 
McKinley High School in 
Canton, Ohio. McKinley ran 
up a 39-11 record during 
those five years and went 
9-1 in '64 to finish second in 
the state. Ironically, the 
school which defeated 
McKinley for the title, Mas- 
sillon, was coached by cur- 
rent lowa State mentor 
Earle Bruce. 

It also was during his stay 
at McKinley that Marcum 
became associated with 
another man hed work 
with at lowa State. Serving 
as a committeeman on 
Woody Hayes’ Ohio State re- 
cruiting program, Marcum 
worked under Buckeye as- 
sistant coach Lou McCul- 
lough, now athletic direc- 
tor at lowa State. 


Marcum left coaching in 
the fall of 1968 to become 
assistant principal at Hart- 


ford High School in Canton. 
In 1970, he earned his 
master's degree in educa- 
tion from the University of 
Akron. 

He remained at Hartford 
until July, 1971 when he fol- 
lowed McCullough to lowa 
State as an assistant athle- 
tic director. 

In his seven years at lowa 
State, he held several re- 
sponsibilities including 
supervision of the business 
office, preparation of 
budgets, public relations, 
fund raising, administra- 
tion of departmental 
policies and procedures, 
and even helped with re- 
cruiting. 

He was a key force be- 
hind ISU’s rise to national 
athletic prominence and 
the construction of its 
top-notch facilities. 

Marcum is married to the 
former Cecile Keener, a 
graduate of the University 
of Akron. They have one 
daughter, Diana, 20, a 
junior at lowa State.

Bud Moore, Head Coach 


Even though Kansas is 
coming off a disappointing 
1977 campaign, Jayhawk 
head coach Bud Moore 
remains one of the most 
highly respected young 
coaches in college football 
today. 

While his 16-17-1 career 
record isn't overwhelming, 
Moore's accomplishments 
in three years at KU have 
been significant. He's led 
KU to two winning seasons, 
a bowl trip, and has gener- 
ated an interest and en- 
thusiasm for KU football. 


The two winning seasons 
came back-to-back in 1975 
and ‘76. They were the 
Jayhawks’ first consecutive 
winning seasons since a 
hot streak from 1960-62. 

In 1975 as a rookie head 
coach straight from Paul 
“Bear Bryant's staff at 
Alabama, Moore turned a 
lot of heads in Kansas and 
the Big Eight. Coming offa 
4-7 season in ‘74, Moore 
took basically the same 
team and transformed it 
into a title contender. The 
‘75 Jayhawks ended the 
regular season with a 7-4 
record, a fourth-place con- 
ference finish and a trip to 
the Sun Bowl, the school's 
fifth appearance in a bowl 
game. 

During that first year, 
Moore installed a highly 
disciplined and regimented 
routine which produced a 
remarkable team unity. The 
dividends came in the form 
of the bowl trip and Big 
Eight coach-of-the-year 
honors for Moore. 

The 1976 season looked 
even more promising until 
a mid-season knee injury 
shelved all-conference 
quarterback Nolan Crom- 
well. Nevertheless, Moore 
directed the Jayhawks to 
key wins over rivals Kansas 
State and Missouri, and a 
6-5 record. 

And despite a losing re- 
cord, 1977 also had its 
highlights. Once again 
Moore coached KU to wins 
over K-State and Mizzou 


(he’s never lost a game to 
either of KU’s arch-rivals) 
KU also topped Washing- 
ton State and tied Col- 
orado, both of whom were 
in the nation's top 20 at the 
time. 

A quick look at the 
38-year-old Moore's career 
shows that kind of success 
is nothing new. Moore has 
been associated with win- 
ners both as a player and 
assistant coach. He has 
Participated in eight bowl 
games and has tutored 
seven All-Americans while 
earning a reputation as 
being one of the top young 
football minds in the coun- 
try. 

Moore was born Oct. 16, 
1939 in Jasper, Ala. After a 
highly successful athletic 
career at West End High 
School in suburban Bir- 
mingham, Moore turned 
down numerous scholar- 
ship offers for a chance to 
play for Bear Bryant at 
‘Bama. 

In his three varsity years 
at Alabama (1958-60), the 


Crimson Tide ran up a re- 
cord of 20-8-4 and ap- 
peared in two bowl games. 
Despite a lean 6-3, 
184-pound build, Moore 
played end, as well as of- 
fensive and defensive 
tackle. 

After graduating from 
Alabama in 1961 with a 
bachelor’s degree in physi- 
cal education, Moore did a 
brief stint with Bryant as a 
graduate assistant coach 
before moving on to the 
head job at Gadsen, Ala., 
High School. 

In 1962, Moore joined 
Charlie Bradshaw's staff at 
Kentucky. He remained on 
the Wildcat staff through 
1964 working with both 
lines. 

His next stop was Texas 
A&M where he was offen- 
sive coordinator under 
Gene Stallings. Stallings, 
like Bradshaw, had been an 
assistant at ‘Bama during 
Moore’s playing days. 
Moore's stay at A&M in- 
cluded one Southwest 
Conference championship 


in 1967 and a 20-16 Cotton 
Bowl win over his own alma 
mater. 

He left A&M in 1971 to 
become offensive line 
coach for Bill Dooley at 
North Carolina. It was dur- 
ing his stay at Chapel Hill 
that Moore first met the 
man who would later hire 
him as a head coach — 
former KU athletic director 
Clyde Walker who was an 
assistant athletic director 
at UNC at the time. 

A year later, Moore 
moved back to Alabama as 
Bryant's offensive back- 
field coach, a job he kept 
until 1974 when he became 
“‘Bama's offensive coor- 
dinator. During the years at 
Alabama, Moore was in- 
strumental in developing 
the Tide's powerful wish- 
bone offense. Alabama 
also participated in three 
straight bowl games. 

Moore is married to the 
former Margi Dominick of 
Kansas City. He has two 
children, Matt, 15, and 
Kimberly 12. 


Beginning his fourth year as head football coach at Kansas, Bud Moore is regarded as one of the 
nation's top young coaches. He's led KU to two winning seasons and a bowl appearance in his first 
three seasons at KU.

Ten Months for Moving into 


KU’s Great New Hospital 


What might be the big- 
gest moving project in 
Kansas history gets under- 
way this fall as the staff of 
The University of Kansas 
Medical Center in Kansas 
City embarks on the 
10-month process of trans- 
ferring equipment, rec- 
ords, supplies and, finally, 
patients to the new Univer- 
sity of Kansas Hospital. 

Five years in construc- 
tion, the hospital repre- 
sents the largest single 
building project in Kansas 
government history. At a 
cost of $57 million, it will 
house almost every service 
the Medical Center offers, 
providing quality health 
care to Kansans and resi- 
dents of the Kansas City 
metropolitan area while 
serving as an ultra-modern 
training ground for the 
state's future doctors, 
nurses and support per- 
sonnel. 

The figures associated 
with the building are 
staggering — 8,500 
tons of steel in the frame, 
200,000 square feet of pre- 
cast concrete in the outside 
walls, 142 miles of conduit, 
nearly 500 miles of wire and 
a million pounds of sheet 
metal ductwork. 


Yet, despite the 
building's enormous size, 
some of its most striking 
features are the personal 
touches the designers have 
incorporated for patient 
and family comfort and 
maximum staff efficiency. 

Of the 352 beds, 159 are 
in private rooms equipped 
with individual lavatories, 
showers and temperature 
controls. Each of the pri- 
vate rooms also features an 
exchange compartment 
with doors inside and out of 
the room to allow transfer 
of linen, food trays and 
other articles without dis- 
turbing patients. 

Each of the intensive 
Care units is equipped for 
constant monitoring and 
observation from a central 
nurses’ station. A corridor 
on the ICU periphery will 
enable families to view or 
visit patients without dis- 
turbing care routines. 

A surgical suite with 23 
Operating rooms and a 
32-bed recovery room will 
replace all existing 
facilities. For patients re- 
quiring minor surgery, 
there will be a ‘“‘surgi- 
center’ designed to reduce 
time and expense usually 
associated with recovery 


from surgery. 

All corridors where pa- 
tients are likely to be moved 
on stretchers feature indi- 
rect lighting instead of 
blinding ceiling fixtures. 

The new hospital also of- 
fers major expansions in 
facilities for outpatient 
care, family practice and 
emergency room treat- 
ment, all important func- 
tions of The University of 
Kansas Medical Center. In 
1977-78, the hospital re- 
corded approximately 
317,000 outpatient visits 


and more than 30,000 visits 
to the emergency room. 


Features for more effi- 
cient internal operations 
include exclusive, direct 
elevators between steriliz- 
ing and supply rooms in the 
basement and surgical 
suites above, a special 
pneumatic system for 
laundry collection, and a 
“minirailroad”’ that moves 
on tracks between floors 
for delivery of medical re- 
cords, medications and 
small supply items. 


Since the Nov. 10, 1973, 
groundbreaking for the 
new KU Hospital, Medical 
Center staff have antici- 
pated the move, a task that 
must be accomplished with 
a minimum break in 
routine. The key to occupy- 
ing the new hospital in- 
volves accepting the build- 
ing from the contractor a 
floor at a time. Occupancy 
of the lower floors will begin 
while construction con- 
tinues above. 


November is the target 
date for occupancy of the 
basement, which houses the 
food service, sterilizing 
rooms, main pharmacy, 
linen service and house- 
keeping facilities, support 
services vital to the opera- 
tion of the rest of the hospi- 
tal. 


The move to the ground 
level is expected to be 
finished by the end of De- 
cember. By then, outpa- 
tient, family practice and 
emergency services should 
be based in the new build- 
ing; and medical records, 
the business office and 
cafeteria should be moved 
as well. 

The first, second and 
third floors are scheduled 
for occupancy in January 
and February 1979. These 
will house such services as 
outpatient medicine, 
neurology and psychiatry; 
laboratories; radiology; 
and operating rooms. 

June and July 1979 will 
bring the final stages of the 
massive move with occu- 
pancy of the fourth and fifth 
floors, housing private 
rooms for — surgery, 
medicine and family prac- 


tice patients, and maternity, 
obstetrics and gynecology, 
and infant care areas. 

Perhaps the most impor- 
tant day in the moving 
schedule, however, is one 
on which little actual mov- 
ing will be done. 

On May 18, 1979, in con- 
junction with KU com- 
mencement activities, hos- 
pital faculty and staff, 
alumni, students, and state 
and area dignitaries will 
dedicate the new KU Hospi- 
tal, a symbol of KU’s con- 
tinuing commitment to bet- 
ter health care for all Kan- 
sans.

Malott Hall Addition Is Big Step Toward 


KU's Central Science Complex 


MALOTT ADDITION — This artist's rendering shows the addition 
to Malott Hall, as viewed from the southwest side of the existing 
building.

Foundations are com- 
pleted, and construction 
crews are beginning to 
erect ground-level column 
supports for the $11.5 mill- 
ion addition to Malott Hall, 
the physical sciences and 
pharmacy building on the 
Lawrence campus. 

Plans for the addition on 
the south side of the exist- 
ing building call for seven 
stories to provide seriously 
needed space for the KU 
School of Pharmacy and 
bigger quarters for the 
University’s Science Li- 
brary. Anew loading dock on 
the south side of the build- 
ing is finished and already 
in use. 

Also included in the 
plans, prepared for the 
State Architectural Ser- 
vices Division by the Law- 
rence firm of Peters, Wil- 
liams and Kubota, are sev- 
eral improvements for the 
existing building. 

Built in 1954, the older 
section of Malott Hall will 
get central air condition- 
ing, better fume hood venti- 
lation systems and corridor 
lights and double-glazed 
windows. Much of the pre- 
paration for installing the 
air Conditioning was com- 
pleted before fall classes 


began, and workers are 
hanging the ductwork now. 

The addition will be con- 
temporary in design with 
an exterior finish of brick. It 
will include two new 
elevators and be com- 
pletely accessible to per- 
sons with disabilities. 

In planning for a future 
science complex in the 
south-central section of 
campus, the designers in- 
corporated a sawtooth pro- 
jection jutting from the 
south wall of the addition. It 
is intended as aconnecting 
point for an overhead 
walkway linking Malott and 
Haworth Hall, the life sci- 
ence building to the south. 

When the Malott addition 
is occupied in the fall of 
1980, it will provide space 
needed to bolster the 
University's pharmacy 
programs and give library 
support for other scientific 
disciplines based in Malott 
and nearby buildings. 

The KU School of Phar- 
macy, the only one in the 
state, has experienced 
rapid growth during the 
last 20 years. Because of 
cramped conditions in 
Malott, offices and 
laboratories for faculty in 
the pharmaceutical 
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seriously needed space for KU's School of Pharmacy and Sci- 
ence Library. 


chemistry department were 
located on west campus 
when the department was 
founded in 1967. Since 
then, some faculty from 
other pharmacy depart- 
ments have relocated on 
west campus. 

When all pharmacy 
classes, laboratories and of- 
fices are reunited in Malott, 
students will find that their 
instructors are more ac- 
cessible for individual 
counseling and instruc- 
tion, and faculty no longer 
will have to divide their time 
between teaching in one 
building and doing re- 
search and office work in 
another. 

The move of the phar- 
macy faculty from west 
campus also will open up 
space there forthe growing 
KU Center for Drug Design, 
a research agency created 
in 1976 by a five-year, $1.25 
million grant from the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. 
The center is a forum for 
interdisciplinary studies 
aimed at developing new 
and better pharmaceutical 
products. 

When completed, the top 
floor of the Malott addition 
will be allocated entirely to 
the Science Library. par- 


tially alleviating one of the 
most critical library needs 
on campus. 

The Malott Library man- 
ages reference materials 
for all the sciences, but 
many of the works in the 
collection are scattered in 
other campus locations 
because there is no room 
for them in Malott. Many of 
the older ones are in stor- 
age. The library facilities in 
Malott also offer few study 
areas and inadequate 
space for storage and dis- 
play of scientific journals 
and periodicals. 

The designers of the 
Malott addition have plan- 
ned the seventh-floor li- 
brary section for easy con- 
version to laboratories 
when the section is no 
longer needed for library 
space. The University’s 
long-range development 
plan calls for construction 
of a large Science and 
Technological Library to 
serve the proposed south- 
central campus science 
complex. The addition to 
the Malott Science Library 
is intended as a temporary 
solution to the over- 
crowded conditions of the 
University’s library system 
until the new facility is built. 


The Class of1979 Proudly Honors 


KU’s OQuistanding Teachers 


During halftime of 
today’s game. the KU class 
of 1979 will name its winner 
of the HOPE Award, Honor 
for the Outstanding Pro- 
gressive Educator, carrying 
On a senior class tradition 
that began 20 years ago. 
The HOPE Award was es- 
tablished by the KU class of 
1959 to honor KU faculty 
members for their willing- 
ness to help students and 
for their contributions to 
the University and the gen- 
eral field of education. 

Although there are other 
prizes for teaching excel- 
lence at KU, the HOPE 
Award remains the only 
one administered and 
selected exclusively by 
students. 

This year's five HOPE 
Award finalists were cho- 
sen through a nomination 
and election process that 
began early in the school 
year. Earlier this week, they 
appeared in a Higher Edu- 
cation Week forum, and 
they will be honored guests 
at at public reception in the 
Centennial Room of the 
Kansas Union immediately 
after today's game. 


Clark Bricker, professor of 
chemistry, teaches all the 
discussion sections for 
KU's introductory course in 
chemical functions, in ad- 
dition to advising freshmen 
and assisting under- 
graduate and graduate re- 
search. 


He also is known for his 
chemistry “magic shows,’ 
demonstrations illustrating 
basic chemistry principles, 
which he gives in classes 
and to groups on and off 
campus. 


Bricker is the only 
nominee who has won the 
HOPE Award previously. 
He won in 1966 and 1970. 
Instructors are eligible for 
the award every three year, 

Asked why he didn’t de-

cline his third finalist 
nomination, Bricker re- 
plied, ‘I'm not out to try to 
monopolize the HOPE 
Award or anything like that, 
but this is a tremendous 
honor— when the students 
select an instructor it is 
truly an honor, 

“| cherish honors that 
students give far more than 
promotions from the Uni- 
versity, for example.” 

Bricker said that stu- 
dents are deserving of an 
instructor who is en- 
thusiastic and interested in 
what he is teaching and is 
compassionate to their 
needs. 

“In my teaching, one 
thing | hope to do is show 
compassion, even with the 
slower learner,’ he said. 

Bricker is dead set on 
encouraging students to 
ask questions and he does 
his best never to indicate 
that a question might be 
what some would perceive 
as stupid. 

“A question isn't stupid if 
a student has a problem,” 
Bricker said. 

Bricker holds a 
bachelors degree from 
Gettysburg College, an 
M.S. degree from Haver- 
ford College, and M.A. and 
Ph.D. degrees from Prince- 
ton.

He has noticed a change in 
students since he began 
teaching at KU 16 years 
ago. 


“Today | have to spend 
more time teaching fun- 
damentals than | did 15 
years ago, but you just do it 
when you see a need 
there,”’ he said. 


To relax he enjoys bridge 
and gardening. ‘'l like to do 
anything with my hands,”’ 
Bricker said. 


Allan J. Cigler, associate 
professor of political sci- 
ence, believes in a close 
teacher-student relation- 
ship, a belief he said stems 
from his attending a small 
liberal arts college. 


“| always appreciated an 
instructor who was en- 
thusiastic and open on a 
student level, but didn't 
sacrifice substance or ex- 
pectations of students.” he 
said. 

Cigler teaches three 
courses in political science 
and also is a faculty 
member in the American 
studies program. He re- 
ceived the A.B. degree from 
Thiel College in Pennsyl- 
vania, the master’s from the 
University of Maryland and 
Ph.D. from Indiana Univer- 
sity. 


This is his ninth year at 
KU and the fourth consecu- 
tive year he has been a 
finalist forthe HOPE award. 
He said the HOPE nomina- 
tions had had a positive ef- 
fect on his classroom per- 
formance. 


“| don't think I'd ever go 
into a classroom unpre- 
pared. | think in the end it 
has made me a better 
teacher,” he said. ‘'l think 
you work harder when you 
get positive reenforcement 
in what you do.” 


Cigler said he had had to 
change his teaching ap- 
proach somewhat in his 
years at KU because the 
classroom clientele has 
changed. His political sci- 
ence classes used to be 
filled with majors; now they 
are filled with “service 
components” — students 
fulfilling a requirement for 
another major. As a result 
he has had to broaden his 
subject matter. 


“| find that | have to work 
harder today in the class- 
room to interest students 
in the subject matter than | 
did four to five years ago 
because the subject matter 
doesn't appeal to students 
as it used to,” he said. 


Cigler enjoys outdoor ac- 
tivities and takes a special 
interest in the environment. 


“| guess I'm personally 
concerned with the long- 
range aesthetic things that 
suffer in a political sys- 
tem,” he said. 


In addition to teaching, 
Cigler is an adviser to the 
Honors Students Associa- 
tion and Mortar Board. 


Joyce Jones, assistant 
professor of occupational 
therapy, is the only HOPE 
finalist not to have been 
either a semi-finalist or 
finalist before. 


“I look at it more as 


something the students 
have given to me, and | 
think more of the fact that 
the students did this rather 
than the company I'm in,” 
she said.

Ms. Jones. teaches 
courses in kinesiology, the 
study of the function of 
human muscles. She came 
to KU in 1969 after teaching 
at the University of lowa. 
She received the bachelor 
of science degree in ocCcu- 
pational therapy from KU in 
1954 and the master's in 
1962 from Western 
Michigan University. In 
1975 she was honored as 
Outstanding KU Faculty 
Member by the Commis- 
sion on the Status of 
Women. 


Reflecting on her college 
days, she said, “| think the 
instructors that | learned 
most from were those who 
really took time to explain 
and to help the students 
understand the material — 
those who took the 
humanistic approach and 
didn't set themselves apart 
as non-human entities.” 

She remembered par- 
ticulary Laurence Wood- 
ruff, KU emeritus professor 
of biology and entomology, 
as one in that mold. 

Of herself, she said one 
of her strongest points as 
an instructor was that she 
really cared about her stu- 
dents’ learning. 

“They're going to be 
working with patients — 


people who'll be depend- 
ing on them for their daily 
functions,” she said. 


“| strongly feel that any 
student that has a real de- 
sire to learn and is willing to 
put forth the effort can. | 
think 90 percent of the 
student's academic life. 
and success in that. really 
comes down to if they want 
that,” she said. 


Ms. Jones described her- 
self as a ‘real nature lover” 
who likes to fish, birdwatch 
and garden. She enjoys 
reading autobiographies, 
of which Helen Keller's was 
most memorable. 


Donald Jugenheimer, an 
associate professor, has 
taught advertising courses 
in the William Allen White 
School of Journalism since 
1971. He holds bachelor's, 
master’s and doctoral de- 
grees from the University of 
Illinois, where he taught 
advertising courses for 
four years.

Jugenheimer teaches 
three courses and directs 
the schools graduate 
studies and research pro- 
grams. 

“| always thought pro- 
fessors should be able to 
demonstrate to me why 
they found their topic of 
enough interest to devote 
their lives to it.” he said. 

“They should also try to 
give that same amount of 
interest to the students,” 
he said. 
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Jugenheimer said his 
personal interest in and will- 
ingness to help students 
were his strongest points 
as an instructor, in addition 
to providing them with a 
challenge. 

“That's very important to 
the student: they don't 
want a watered-down 
course, he said. 

“Sometimes | may ex- 
pect too much of my stu- 
dents. Some resent it, some 
don't. I'm not sure I'm wil- 
ling to apologize though, 
for being a tough instruc- 
tor,” he said. 


Last year was 
Jugenheimer’s first as a 
HOPE finalist, but it hasn't 
affected his teaching, he 
said. 

“It's nice to be ap- 
preciated for what you're 
doing and trying to do, but! 
don't think its made me 
tougher or easier,” he said. 
“It may have brought about 
reassurance in my teach- 
ing.” 

In his spare time 
Jugenheimer likes to re- 
finish antiques, raise tropi- 
cal fish, garden and read. 
Originally, he did not in- 
tend to enter teaching. 


“| was exposed to some 
rather good teachers in my 
upperclass and graduate 
years in college. In fact, | 
intended in graduate 
school notto teach, but as! 
saw more of the people | 
thought | wanted to emulate, 
| changed my mind.” 


Lee Young, professor of 
journalism, is serving as 
acting associate dean of 
the William Allen White 
School of Journalism. He 
also teaches newspaper 
management and _ the 
magazine curriculum, 


Before joining the faculty 
at KU in 1964, Young was 
business manager for ad- 
vertising, circulation and 
personnel management for 
the Veterinary Medicine 
Publishing Co. of Kansas 
City, Mo. He received the 
bachelor of arts degree in 
American studies in 1950 
from Syracuse University 
and the M.S. degree in 
journalism from KU in 1967. 

Reflecting on having

been a finalist for the HOPE 
award six of the past nine 
years, Young smiled and 
commented, ‘Always a 
bridesmaid, but never a 
bride.” 

But Young isn't bitter. 

“It's very pleasing in one 
sense. You'd have to lie to 
say it's not ego satisfying — 
knowing that students are 
reacting positively to what 
you're doing. It's a continu- 
ing delight to receive stu- 
dent recognition,” he said. 

Young said that when he 
was in college his expecta- 
tions of a good instructor 
were one who not only 
knew his subjects well, but 
displayed an interest in and 
had an interest in transfer- 
ring it to his students. 

‘| remember very well 
what it was like to be a stu- 
dent, and | try to put myself 
into his chair,’ he said. 

In his 13 years of teach- 
ing, Young said he didn't 
think there had been any 
serious changes in stu- 
dents. 

“| Know students have 
changed in respect to how 
they've felt about campus 
activities and so on, but | 
don't find their needs dif- 
ferent in their approach in 
the classroom.” 

He described teaching as 
a never-ending job — one 
that left him with less spare 
time than he had in the bus- 
iness world. 

Toescape the world’ he 
loves to play golf, some- 
thing he and his wife, Shir- 
ley, do together.

Williams Today's Williams Educational Fund is an outgrowth of the Outland Club, started in 
1949 under Dick, Skipper and Odd Williams. The Williams’ family was responsible for 
Fund: raising over $2 million for athletic scholarships from 1949-1973. The Williams Fund 
underwent reorganization in 1973 and has continued growing steadily. The fund 
provides much needed private monies for the total intercollegiate athletic scholar- 

ship program. 


Over 3,200 members, and growing daily, contributed $700,000 + in 1977. Our goal in 
1978 is to totally fund Jayhawk athletic scholarship expenditures. This cost was 
$725,000 in 1977 and in 1978 will be $750,000. 

Presently, over 270 Jayhawk athletes at Kansas are receiving scholarship grants-in- 
aid. With recruiting and scholarship costs caught in an inflationary spiral and with 
the need to upgrade athletic facilities, it isimperative that the Williams Fund carry its 
full share of the costs. As the Williams Fund nears its goal of 100 per cent of the 
athletic scholarship budget, other athletic income will be released for needed im- 
provements.
